Cunningham almost to South 
Boston the cotton which can be seen 
growing from

seen there 
Enquiry has revealed that moat of

HOOKUP DIAGRAM OF SINGLE TUBE REFLEX RECEIVER. 


BY ISRAEI/ KLEDf. 
NBA'Service Radio Editor 


After a crystal set comes the use of 


a single tube. 


But fans nowadays ought Tiot jump 


to any kind of single tube set, discard- 
ing their crystal altogether. For there 
are circuits now that make the best 
of the single tube and combine th« ad- 
vantages of the crystal with it. 
Such is the reflex circuit. By reflex 


is meant the double use of tube in ra- 
dio and audio frequency. It gives the 
most one can get out of a tube. 
That single tube is both radio and 


audio amplifier, while the crystal acts 
as detector. 
The circuit here shown is a simple 


hookup based on this Idea. It combines 
the idea of regeneration with the lat- 
est In reflex. 


Parts of Set 


The parts for the hook up are: 
One 75-turn honeycomb, coll, LI. 
One 50-turn honeycomb coll. L2. 
One -0005 mfd variable condenser. 


Cl-One .00025 mfd variable condenser, 
C2. 


One crystal detector. D. 
One rheostat. R. 
On* audio frequency transformer, 


about 4 to 1 ratio. 
Bus wire. etc.. for connections. 


How -Hiey Wortt. 
Coil L2 is practically part or tne 
radio frequency transformer, coupled 


inductively with the antenna. Induct- 
ance. LI, affording regeneration. 


The condensers, Cl and C2 are 23,- 
plate, and ll-plate, respectively. 


The tube for this circuit should be 
a UV-201-A. or a C-301-A, while they 
rheostaf controlling the filament cur- 
rent should be about 16-ohm resis- 
tance. 


There are practically two controls 
on this set. although the honeyconib 
coils should be mounted on hinged 
posts- so as to produce best and1 clear- 
est results. 
;* 
Distance to any considerable de- 
gree should not be expected on any 
single tube reflex set. These actually 
are amplifiers for a dectector hookup, 
providing for 
radio and 
audl-fre- 
quency amplification. 
The set will 
bring In stations farther away than 
those obtained with a crystal alone, 
but too much should not be expected.
